Floods Threaten 
Midwest, East | 


CHICAGO (#) — Floods and 
threats of floods harassed many 
towns and rural lowland dwellers 
in the midwest and east today. 

Drenching rains pouring into 
streams already swollen by melt- 
ing snow and ice caused  over- 
flows in Iowa, Pennsylvania, Ver- 
mont and New York. 

An emergency crew _ recruited 
in Quincy, Ill., was sandbagging 
levees in an effort to prevent the 
Mississippi from overflowing 
6,000 acres of rich wheatland. 

While other communities still 
staggered. from devastating tor- 
nadoes of last week, another 
twister hit the Tinker air force 
base at Oklahoma City Saturday 
night, causing damage estimated 
at more than $15,000,000 to air- 
craft alone. Maj. Gen. Frederick 
S. Borum, commanding general, 
listed 52 planes and several build- 
ings destroyed, and other build- 
ings and 50 planes damaged. 

At least five northwestern 
Pennsylvania communities were 
struck by flash floods following a 
three-inch rainfall yesterday.

Asks Aid To 
Europe To - 
Meet Challenge 


WASHINGTON (4) — Chzir- 
man Eaton (R-NJ) of the House 
foreign affairs committee, said to- 
day the possibility of a third 
world war “is not very remote”. 

Eaton was asking the House 
rules committee to send to the 
House floor quickly legislation for 
$6,205,000,000 worth of economic 
and military air to western Eur- 
ope, China, Greece and Turkey. 

He said: 

“Sooner or later, slavery and 
freedom will stand face to face 
in this world for a_ decision of 
who will rule.” 

In Greece and Turkey, he add- 
ed, “we certainly are facing 4 
challenge from which it is impos- 
sible for us to retreat”. 

Rep. Cox (D-Ga.) asked wheth- 
er Faton’s committee has any as- 
surance that countries getting 
the assistance ‘will do something 
to resist force with force”.

Sent To Two 
Congressmen 


G.l. students at Chaffey 
college today in two separate 
resolutions sent to two con- 
gressmen in Washington de- 
clared their opposition to 
President Truman’s recommen- 
dations for compulsory mili- 
tary training in any form and 


asked for an_ international 
agreement: which would elim- 
inate such training from the 


policies of all nations. 

Signed by most of. the vet- 
erans in the college, the res- 
olutions were sent to Cong. 
Harry Sheppard of this dis- 
trict and to Cong. Walter G. 
Andrews, chairman of the 
armed service committee in 
the House. : 

The letter accompanying the-de- 
claration sent to Andrews was 
signed by E. B. Herrington and 
David Chan while that which was 
sent to Sheppard had the signa- 
tures of Bob Fitzgerald and Ed 
Smith. Both of them were identi- 
cal and said: 


Letter Text 

“We, the signers of the follow- 
ing resolution, are students at 
Chaffey college, Ontario, Califor- 
nia. 

“In this resolution- we state our 
reasons for petitioning against the 
President's recommendation for 
‘universal training’ and selective 
service. 

“We hope that your decisions 
will enable the world to realize 
international permanent peace.” 

Sponsorers of the resolutions 
said that practically all of the 
signers are students who served 
in. World War Il. 

The complete resolution follows: 

Resolution 

“Whereas the security of life— 
as an individual, as a nation, and 
as one world—is the first concern 
of every American; and 

“Whereas the President of the 
United States has urged Congress 
j; to consider a system of compul- 
sory “universal training” and a re- 
enactment of selective service; and 

“Whereas compulsory universal 
training and_ selective service 
would result in restrictions of free- 
doms and activities of our people, 
would impose heavy burdens of 
taxes and profound changes in 
our way of life; and 

“Whereas such drastic practic- 
es are customary to some coun- 
tries of the world but has been 
contrary to American tradition in 
maintaining a Republican form of 
government and a democratic way 
of life; and 

“Whereas the United States 
committs itself to the principles of 
the United Nations and our people 
desire that the United States work 
for peace in co-operation with all

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Now Its the Palestine Partition 
Plan That Confuses Mr. Truman 


The confusion which has characterized the Truman ad- 
ministration since the end of the war can not better be illus- 
trated than the sudden decision of the President to abandon 
the Palestine partition plan. After virtually taking the lead 
last year in securing its adoption, the United States now 
wants to throw the whole thing back into the lap of the 
United Nations. 

Warren R. Austin, chief American delégate to the U. N., 
in disclosing the reversal in policy. said that there was gen- 
eral agreement that the program to divide Palestine into 
Jewish and Arab countries by Oct. 1 afd tie them together 
in an economic union can't be carried out by peaceful 
means. And the security council, he added, is not prepared 
to carry out the project in the existing situation. 

It is difficult at times to understand the present admin- 
tration and the manner in which it chooses to conduct our 
foreign policy. Only a few days ago Philip C. Jessup, U. S. 
representative in the U. N. little assembly, declared that while 
use of the veto should be restricted it should not be abolished 
éntirely. This, in the light of the fact that the administration, 
with the rest of the American people, has repeatedly blamed 
the use of the veto by the Russians for nearly wrecking the 
entire United Nations program is, too, a little confusing. 

Only last Wednesday President Truman went before 
congress to urge the enactment of both selective service and 
universal military training to meet the ever-growing danger 
of communism. Yet in Palestine where the United Nations 
has the opportunity to make itself a potent force and as a 
result increase the possibilities of world peace, the adminis- 
tration decides to “back down.” 

How can we say in one breath that we are going to 

_.anforce the peace with “arms,” if necessary and then quickly 
abandon the Palestine partition plan which we strongly advo- 
cated because it can not be carried out by peaceful means? 
If we are going to mean what we say, as Mr. Truman implies. 
what does this sudden reversal in Palestine mean? 

With the foreign situation being what it is today, it is 
unfortunate that the American people must find themselves 
in the unhappy position of having a president that represents 
a minority party. And the fact that there are no Republicans 
in the cabinet doesn’t help the situation either. Our only 
hope is that men like Sen. 
for the improvement of the original Marshall plan, will con- 
tinue to provide the kind of leadership that this nation needs 
to meet the dynamic needs of the uncertain future.
